Benjnmio H. Walker, aged 10

Cumberland Lumber company,
was drowned while cavocelng in
the Powymae river, opposite Cam-
berland.

Gordon, who can swim, told
Walker to catch bold of the boat,
He was voable to do so, Whalker
had been strugeling in the water
and had gone under, when Gor-
doo swam to his rescoe, As Gor-
aon caught up to him, Walker
grabbed him about the neck with
t death-like clutch and both went
under, touching bottom. Gordon
managed to get loose and reach
the suorface, entirely exhausted.
The men swruggled in deep water
about 150 faet from the shore,
Ope hour alter the drowuing, the
body of Walker was recovered.
Walker came from Berlin, Pa,,
where his widowed mother re:
sides, He was a haudsome young
mao and particularly bright, He
entered the 1'ri State Business
College August 21, 1905, and
graduated four mounths later, He
at once took the pesition with the
Cumberland Lumber company,
which he most acceptably filled.
Mr. Gordon; who barely escaped
his fate, 18 & studeut at the Tri-
State Business' Unllege.
